PRESERVATION OF BIBLE IN WAR 


NEW YORK (RNS)—Steps to preserve the 
Bible in the event of atomic warfare have 
been taken by the American Bible Society, it 
was disclosed here at the fourth annual meet- 
ing of the United Bible Societies, organization 
of national Bible societies in 21 countries. 

Dr. Gilbert Darlington, treasurer of the 
American Society, made the disclosure during 
a question period at a luncheon given for 
members of the religious and secular press, 
and attended by delegates to the sessions of 
the United Bible Societies. 

Dr. Darlington said that copies of all the 
important publications of Scripture issued by 
the Bible Society had been deposited at places 
far from points of military strategy, to safe- 
@::: them from being destroyed by concen- 

















trated bombing. He told Religious News Service 
that copies had been segregated at the Univer- 
sity of Colorado at Boulder, Colo.; Dartmouth 
— at Hanover, N. H.; and in New York 
y. 

“We are not warmongers,” he said, “but 
we feel that we must look into the possible 
future realistically.”

U.S. SCHOOLS WAR ON 
RED MAGAZINE 


WASHINGTON (UP)—The nation’s school 
authorities were on the lookout for a slick- 
paper propaganda magazine which the Russian 
embassy has been sending to school libraries. 

Rep. George H. Mahon, (D-Texas) com- 
plained to Dr. Earl J. McGrath, U. S. Commis- 
sioner of Education, that the embassy is us- 
ing its “Information Bulletin” to propagandize 
Communism in U. S. schools. 

McGrath replied that he was helpless to 
prevent the practice. If school authorities want 
the bulletins barred from their libraries, he 
said, they would have to take action them- 
selves. 

Similar reports have come from other school 
officials across the country. 
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FUNDAMENTALISTS BELIEVE 
CHRIST’S RETURN IMMINENT 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (RNS)—Reestablish- 
ment of Israel as a nation is the outstanding 
sign that the “end of the age is near” and 
that “Christ will return to earth soon,” 
speakers told the 30th annual convention of 
the World Christian Fundamentals Associa- 
tion here. 

“We are of the opinion that we are living 
in the times when that great event will be 
taking place,"”’ Gavin Hamilton, Oak Park, IIl., 
evangelist and Bible teacher, said. 

Hamilton told the conference that the re- 
turn of the Jews to Palestine is a “direct ful- 
fillment” of Jesus’ parable of the fig tree 
related in Matthew 24. 

In that parable, according to Hamilton, the 
“fig tree is Israel as a political nation.” Christ, 
he said, “is speaking of the time when the 
Jews would receive their independence.” 

With fulfillment of the prophecy on Israel, 
Hamilton said, “our whole civilization is going 
to collapse and Jesus Christ will return and 
take up from there.” 

He appealed to Christians to “give full con- 
secrations to God and to seek to evangelize the 
nations, in view of Christ’s imminent return.” 

Theme of the convention was “The Immi- 
nent Return of the Lord Jesus Christ.” 

Sessions were held in First Baptist church, 
whose former pastor, the late Dr. W. B. Riley, 
founded the World Christian Fundamentals 
Association. 


GOING TO THE ANTS 


The proverb of Solomon, “Go to the ant, 
thou sluggard,” is said to be qualified, accord- 
ing to recent studies. The admonition is good 
—if you go to the right variety of ants. Not 
all, however, are shining examples of industry 
and thrift. A group of scientists from the 
American Museum of Natural History conclud- 
ed a study in Panama of a colony of 20,000 
marauding ants over a period of five months, 
carefully recording behavior and movements 
of individuals. They vary, say the scientists, as 
much as human beings in individuality. Some 
—as high as forty per cent—are drones, lolling 
about the nest all day. Another forty per cent 
are excellent workers, while the remaining 
twenty per cent do work—“occasionally.”

LAUNCH CHRISTIAN TRACT 
DISTRIBUTION CAMPAIGN 


NEW YORK (RNS)—A “Christian Crusade” 
in which participants agree to give a tract to 
someone each day, and to pray for the recipi- 
ents of the tracts, was launched here by the 
American Tract Society. 

Purpose of the Crusade, which seeks to en- 
list 100,000 tract distributors, is to stimulate 
interest in leaflet evangelism and to improve 
methods of using tracts. 

If the goal of the Crusade is reached, more 
than thirty-six milljon tracts will be distrib- 
uted annually. Participants need not use ATS 
tracts, although the Society will supply them 
with leaflets free of charge, if they so request. 

Henry S. Perry, the Society's executive sec- 
retary, will present the Crusade and enlist 
active workers in it at leading Bible confer- 
ences this summer. 
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WHAT KIND OF A CONSCIENCE HAVE YOU? 


The word conscience is derived from the Latin and 
means “joint knowledge”; that is, “knowing with an- 
other.” It has been called a vicegerent—deputy sheriff; for 
after all, it makes a sinner a prisoner to its condemna- 
tion. Then, too, conscience is self-knowledge. It is the 
silent reasoner of the mind and approves the things that 
are right and disapproves the things that are wrong; 
.that is, when it is in proper condition. Normalcy of the 
conscience depends much on the treatment it receives; 
therefore, while it is tender in some, it is calloused and in- 
different in others. It is also a fact that the state of 
the conscience generally reflects whether the conditions 
surrounding it have been Christian or non-Christian. 


The conscience asserts itself in at least three important 
ways. It testifies to what one has done in thought, word, 
and action. It is also the judge that passes sentence upon 
one’s action whether good or evil. Then, too, it is an execu- 
tioner meeting out peace, happiness, and contentment for 
well doing, and a sense of uneasiness and condemnation 
for unrighteous deeds. The cowardly conscience asks, 
“Is it safe?” The prudent mind queries, “Is it honest?” 
The vainglorious asks, “Is it popular?” But a good con- 
science asks, “Is it right?” The actual office work of the 
conscience is not legislative, but judicial, and it never 
acquits or sets free from condemnation, but either accuses 
or excuses its owner. Every conscience is originally tender, 
but sin has a hardening effect upon it in every life; there- 
fore, it may be misinformed, perverted, and defiled. On 
the other hand, it is a wonderful fact that it may be 
purged by faith in the blood of Christ and become a 
conscience void of offense toward God and man. 


CHARACTERISTICS 


Let us notice seven characteristics of the conscience. 

The ignorant conscience. Jesus said, “They shall put 
you out of the synagogues: yea, the time cometh, that 
whosoever killeth you will think that he doeth God serv- 
ice,” John 16:2. Saul, who later became the apostle Paul, 
demonstrated this prophecy. Here is his test: “I verily 
thought with myself, that I ought to do many things 
contrary to the name of Jesus of Nazareth. Which thing 
I also did in Jerusalem: and many of the saints did I shut 
up in prison, having received authority from the chief 
priests; and when they were put to death, I gave my voice 
against them,” Acts 26:9, 10. Also, 1 Tim. 1:13: “Who 
was before a blasphemer, and a persecutor, and injurious: 
but I obtained mercy, because I did it ignorantly in un- 
belief.” It is a fact however, worthy of consideration, 
that those who persecute, revile, curse, and abuse us 
today may bless us with righteous tongues tomorrow, 
therefore, we should pray for our enemies. 

The defiled conscience. In Titus 1:15, we read, “Unto 
the pure all things are pure: but unto them that are de- 
filed and unbelieving is nothing pure; but even their 
mind and conscience is defiled.” It is a very common and 
natural thing for a man with a filthy mind to place others 
in his own condition and bracket. Perhaps there is no one 
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in the world that is more guilty of this than a backslider 
or a hypocrite. To a backslider, generally, everyone is 
a backslider; to a hypocrite, generally, everyone is a 
hypocrite. Then too, a defiled conscience actuates its 
possessor to the most satanic and destructive criticism 
of others, possible. It is as dangerous as the poison of an 
adder. 

A weak conscience. Paul gives us a splendid exegesis on 
the weak conscience, in 1 Cor. 10:27-33: “If any of them 
that believe not bid you to a feast, and ye be disposed 
to go; whatsoever is set before you, eat, asking no ques- 


This is offered in sacrifice unto idols, eat not for 
sake that shewed it, and for conscience sake: for the eart 
is the Lord’s, and the fulness thereof: conscience, I 
say, not thine own, but of the other: for why is my liberty 
judged of another man’s conscience? for if I by grace be 
a partaker, why am I evil spoken of for that for which I 
give thanks? Whether therefore ye eat, or drink, or what- 
soever ye do, do all to the glory of God. Give none offence, 
neither to the Jews, nor to the Gentiles, nor to the 
church of God: even as I please all men in all things, 
not seeking mine own profit, but the profit of many, 
that they may be saved.” It is to be kept in mind that this 
is to those of a weak conscience, and that type person, 
is often ready to set up a standard for someone else to 
live by. Generally, however, a person as described, is the 
over-religious type. That is, he gives more consideration 
to the technical, in fact, things that are not essential to 
salvation, such as eats, drinks, coffee, tea, clothes, etc., 
than anything else. 

A pretty good picture of a person of this type is drawn 


tion for conscience sake. But if any man say unto "> 


drinking coffee and Coca-Cola, and a brother said, “A 
tea, too, pastor.” And the pastor stopped and said, “I'l 
drink tea when I get ready, and it’s nobody’s business,” 
and went on with his preaching. His drinking tea was 
nobody’s business, but for others to drink coffee and 
Coca-Cola was his business. Later on, a visitor who was 
dining with him noticed that he didn’t have tea at his 
plate, and knowing that he was especially fond of tea, 
asked why. The answer was, “Every time I preached against 
coffee and Coca-Cola I was criticized for drinking tea, 
so I quit drinking tea so I could preach against all three 
of them.” 
The apostle Paul should not be accused of giving those 
of a weak conscience unconditional advantages. It is to 
be remembered that where one person’s rights end, the 
other person’s rights begin, and that in respect to meats 
and drinks we are to keep in mind that “the kingdom of 
God is not meat and drink; but righteousness, and peace, 
and joy in the Holy Ghost,” Rom. 14:17. I don’t think 
that is is wrong to give those of unreasonable weak con-

sciences a bit of advice and instruction so that their Ti 


Thi 
is much better than catering to one’s erroneous attitude 
and thereby allowing them to continue working hardships 
on others. 

The seared conscience. Turning to 1 Tim. 4:1, 2, we 
have Paul stating, “Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, 
that in the latter times some shall depart from the faith, 
giving heed to seducing spirits, and doctrines of devils; 
speaking lies in hypocrisy; having their conscience seared 
with a hot-iron.” This does not mean that a seared con- 
science is not alive, or that it is inactive. It simply means

that it is dead, twice dead, completely dead, to justice 
and righteousness, as affecting either God and man; and 
there is absolutely no feeling for nor toward neither. A 
graphic description of a person with such a conscience is 
further given in these words, “Who being past feeling 
have given themselves over unto lasciviousness, to work 
all uncleanness with greediness,” Eph. 4:19. A good tender 
conscience is reduced to this condition by a person con- 
stantly disregarding its disapproval and condemnation. 
In fact, it is possible for a Christian, even a preacher, 
to so abuse his conscience by constantly ignoring its warn- 
g and disapproving voice until it ceases to speak, and 
ves a person free to continue his indulgence, whether it 
is a habit that inflicts injury upon himself, upon others, 
or upon God’s cause in general. A man once jokingly said, 
“You know, when I was first saved, any little sinful thing 
I did disturbed my conscience; but now, actually, I believe 
I could steal a mule and it wouldn’t bother me.” This, ac- 
tually, is pretty much, the sad condition of a seared con- 
science, and, of course, is anything but a joking and 
laughing matter. A person with a seared conscience is a 
dangerous person! He is dangerous to himself and others. 
The purged conscience. Heb. 9:13, 14, reads, “For if the 
blood of bulls and of goats, and the ashes of an heifer 
sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth to the purifying of the 
flesh: how much more shall the blood of Christ, who 
through the eternal Spirit offered himself without spot to 
God, purge your conscience from dead works to serve the 
living God?” It is an amazing, yet absolute, fact that there 
are human beings all about us, some of them dressed in 
the finest of clothes and some of them in the poorest, 
whose minds are in the gutters all the time. They medi- 
te upon the filthiest, and blackest of sins night and 
@. Their consciences are infested with the thoughts 
of dead works; with works so dead, putrified, and stink- 
ing that they are stenches in the nostrils of God and a 
reproach to decent society. In fact, many times it is 
easy to discern on the very face and in the eyes of peo- 
ple that their conscience is given over to iniquity—dead 
works, and you can especially tell it in their conversa- 
tion. The remedy for a conscience like this is not edu- 
cation, not better surroundings, not better society, but 
the blood of the Lord Jesus Christ, which brings the vilest 
of sinners to that glorious spiritual standing with Christ 
Jesus of holding the mysteries of the faith in a pure con- 
science. 
The good conscience. A pure conscience is a good con- 
science and only consciences that have been purged by the 


blood of the Lord Jesus are in this bracket. A good con- 
science is actuated, guided, and governed by God’s Word. 
In 1 Tim. 1:5, we read, “Now the end of the command- 
ment is charity out of a pure heart, and of a good con- 
science, and of faith unfeigned.” In other words, to an 
honest, sincere heart, God’s commandments are not 
grievous, and when we keep His commandments, a pure 
heart, a good conscience, and faith unfeigned will be our 
glorious possession. 

The exercised conscience. Every Christian should be 
able, under any and all circumstances, to give the same 
testimony that Paul fearlessly gave before Governor Felix: 
“And herein do I exercise myseif, to have always a con- 
science void of offence toward God, and toward men,” 
Acts 24:16. As caution must be used to protect the health 
of the physical body, so, also, must great care be exerted 
to protect and maintain a good, pure conscience. There is 
no disputing the fact that it requires care, sincerity, and 
effort, even for a Christian, especially under some circum- 
stances, to be honest, truthful, neighborly, charitable, and 
pure; but to keep a good, clear conscience one must exer- 
cise himself in the observance of all these things and hun- 
dreds more. Many times it takes by far more effort to 
pay a debt than it did to obtain the credit. It takes far 
more effort to avoid saying hurtful things than to say 
helpful things about a person. More manhood and woman- 
hood must be asserted to live a life of high morals than 
some people think, and that is the reason so many lay- 
men, as well as ministers, spoil their lives by immorality. 
And there are times when only by sacrificial effort can 
we meet our obligations of charity téward others. “But 
whoso hath this world’s good, and seeth his brother have 
need, and shutteth up his bowels of compassion from him, 
how dwelleth the love of God in him?” 1 John 3:17. 
There is an old saying, “Let your conscience be your 
guide,” but no one is justified in following such philosophy. 
If the conscience is good, pure, and holy, and governed 
by God’s Word, then its dictates and judgments are 
safe, but if not,-it can be a very dangerous master. Great 
care is shown to keep a watch and compass correct and 
accurate, because one tells us the time and the other 
the direction. So, also, should the ¢tonscience be kept in 
perfect condition, because it not only has much to do 
with time and direction, but our lives, success, peace, and 
happiness here, and determines largely whether our lives 
will be supremely happy hereafter or not. So let us exer- 
cise ourselves to have, always, a conscience void of offense, 
not only toward man, but toward God, also.

NEW YORK (UP)—Hollywood is breaking up 
many marriages by making wives dissatisfied 
and giving husbands inferiority complexes, 
one psychologist contends. 

Alfred E. Johns, who specializes in patching 
up broken homes, said the movies are making 
his job twice as hard as they would if they 
presented domestic life realistically. 

“Husbands just don’t make love the way the 
screen heroes do,” Johns said. “The movies 
make married life seem glamorous, and real- 
life wives are amgocnes in what they find. 

“Everybody’s either rich in movies or gets 
rich. Wives start nagging their husbands if 
they don’t get rich, too, as in the movies.” 

Johns is director of the Modern Coue Insti- 
tute, dedicated to following the theories of 
Emile Coue, the Frenchman who created quite 
a dithe in the United States in the roaring 
20s with his optimistic slogan, ‘““‘Day by day, in 
every way, I am getting better and better.” 

But things are getting worse, instead of 
better, on the matrimonial front, Johns said. 
He’s found a direct relationship between the 
number of divorces and the number of movies 
persons go to see. : 

The happiest married men, according to a 
survey, he said, are chemical engineers. They 
are homebodies who prefer unimaginative 
books to fabulous movies. Second on the list 
are ministers. Next, in order, come college 
professors, teachers and engineers. 

Doctors are 11th on the list, bankers 12th 
and newspaper men 13th. At the bottom of the 
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list are traveling salesmen and laborers. Johns 
= they see lots of movies and so do their 
ves. 

“Movies and novels never give a realistic 
approach to marriage,”’ he added. “They make 
life glamorous and glamour may be good for 
the eye, but it’s very bad for the mind.”

CAMDEN, N. J. (AP)—A few minutes before 
Howard B. Unruh started the 20-minute shoot- 
ing in which he killed 13 persons, he threat- 
ened his mother with an uplifted wrench.

‘When he came in the 
first time about an hour before the shooting 
I sort of avoided him.” 

Mournfully, Runyon asked if Friesner was 
“losing faith’ in him. The bartender said, 
“What's on your mind?” At this Runyon broke 
down and sobbed. 

He had come from Detroit three years before. 
There, apparently, he had been divorced. His 
oo. an undetermined number, had left 

m. 

Settling here, Runyon went to work at a 
Pontiac auto factory and also tended his farm. 
He was troubled by asthma. His rent was a 
constant problem. He had no close friends— 
and his life was dragging him on into a soli- 
tary old age. To forget, he would drink. 

Only two weeks ago he was fired from his 
old job. This broke him up more than ever.

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THE CHURCH OF GOD AND THE 
FUTURE OF PENTECOSTAL 
EDUCATION

t has been stated that the great- 
ervey for leadership in the 

ntecostal world stands at the door 
of the Church of God. This is true 
particularly in the field of Christian 
education. 

More and more of the young people 
of our Church and of other Pente- 
costal groups are becoming interested 
in college training. If their own 
church does not provide the facilities 
for such training, these young people 
will find it elsewhere, and this 
may often result in the loss of some 
of our most promising young people. 
I discussed this problem with a lead- 
er of one of the Pentecostal groups 
at a recent meeting. He was quite dis- 
turbed because his group had no 
accredited college that could provide 
for the educational needs of his youth, 

t he remarked, “Our young people 

going to college outside the 
urch in ever-increasing numbers.” 
This same leader asked if his young 
people would be welcome at our col- 
lege. 

I think this is illustrative of the op- 
portunity that lies before us. We can 
be of untold worth to the future of 
the Church by providing for our own 
young people the college training that 


many of them are going to have, 
whether or not. the Church provides 
it. In so doing we shall arouse in 
them an appreciation and loyalty to 
the Church that they would not have 
otherwise. Indeed, many of them will 
be saved for the Church that might 
be lost to its services if they are 
forced to go outside the Church for 
their education. At the same time the 
torch of educational leadership for 
the entire Pentecostal world lies at 
our door. Whether we shall take it 
up and lead the way, or leave it until 
others, who are becoming aware of 
the opportunities in this field, have 
taken the leadership, is for us to 
decide. 

The Church of God has the best 
facilities, the best recognized insti- 
tution, and the best qualified staff 
in the Pentecostal world for providing 
college training for its young people 
at this time. It is nearer the point of 
establishing a fully accredited four- 
year college that can provide adequate 
training in both religious and aca- 
demic fields. But this advantage will 
not remain ours for long unless we 
unite for action. The story of the hare 
and the tortoise is particularly per- 
tinent at this point. 

The Church of God has provided 
for its educational program a splen- 
did campus and school plant. This 
provision has been made by much 
sacrifice of our ministry and laity on 


the field. The faculty members of this 
institution have continued their 
training, at great sacrifices to them- 
selves and to their families, that they 
may be prepared to serve the needs 
of the Church efficiently and credit- 
ably. They have worked for the 
Church and. its college at very low 
salaries when other institutions were 
holding out very enticing salaries be- 
fore them. Unselfishly, they have re- 
mained where they felt they were 
needed most, and you have shown your 
appreciation of their attitude and 
sacrifices by your own sacrifices on 
the field. It has been a united and 
willing effort. 

We must recognize that no college 
can operate on its student fees. Such 
fees can pay for only one-half to 
two-thirds of the costs of a sound 
training program. Some provision 
must be made for an adequate endow- 
ment and liberal annual income for 
the operation of the college, in addi- 
tion to the fees its students pay. This 
is an absolute must if the college is 
to proceed further or is even to hold 
the ground already gained. We have a 
staff here that will continue to sacri- 
fice to meet the requirements laid 
upon them to reach these academic 
goals for you and your children, and 
we believe you will also begin to ask 
yourself what you can do, there in 
your place of service, to realize them. 

We can take up the torch now and 
lead the way, or we can simply follow 
along later, as we most assuredly will, 
when others have taken it up and 
gone ahead. A great challenge is 
thrown down to us! What will we do 
with it? ;

This scripture shows the Lord com- 
ing in contact with a man who had 
a withered hand. It is possible that 
this man had been crippled for a 
number of years and had given up 
all hope of ever being well. But there 
was a surprise in store for him, even 
though he was surrounded with un- 
belief and critics who would do all they 
could to discourage such a blessing. 

This meeting was on the Sabbath 
day, and it presented its restrictions 
to the minds of all who were in the 
meeting insomuch that Jesus asked 
the question, “Is it lawful to do good 
on the sabbath days, or to do evil? to 
save life, or to kill?” The onlookers 
sought to accuse Him, as though He 
should not heal on the Sabbath day, 
which pictures the fact that there are 
always hindrances at the time a need 
is to be supplied, but in observing 
further, we also see that God is not 
to be stopped. Jesus asked the ques- 
tion, “What man shall there be among 
you, that shall have one sheep, and 
if it fall into a pit on the Sabbath 
day, will he not lay hold on it, and 
lift it out?” 

Jesus then said to the man, 
“Stretch forth thine hand,” and im- 
mediately the man stretched forth 
his hand. It is possible that he used 
his good hand to assist in the effort; 
it is likely, also, that he questioned 
his ability to stretch forth his hand, 
since it had been so long in this con- 
dition, but in spite of anything that 
presented itself to him by way of 
doubt, he stretched forth his hand. 
This brought about the glorious re- 
sults. If he had fainted over the 
Sabbath restrictions, or the long 
time of his affliction, he would have. 

left the same as he came; but real- 
izing that he was in the presence of 
the Master, and looking away from 
natural circumstances to the power 
of Jesus Christ, he obeyed. Possibly, 
with great effort he pushed this 
crippled hand toward Jesus, but when 
Jesus saw his effort, He healed the 
hand and it was restored whole as the 


other. 
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Stretch Forth Shine Htand 


Mark 3:5, “And when he had looked round about on them 
with anger, being grieved for the hardness of their hearts, he 
saith unto the man, Stretch forth thine hand. And he stretched 
it out: and his hand was restored whole as the other.” 


It has been said many times, “It 
is not my time to be helped, and 
when the Lord gets ready He will 
heal me, (or save me),” as the case 
might be, but this healing shows us 
that the time makes no difference. 
When we are in the presence of God, 
it is time to receive of His benefits. 
This healing also shows that an ef- 
fort on our part is required. Jesus 
could have healed this man with his 
hand hanging down by his side, but 
it was not His plan. He expected 
something on the man’s part. There- 
fore He said, “Stretch forth thine 
hand.” We must desire the blessings 
of God before we get them. It is not 
God’s desire to impose anything on us 
that we do not want, and for this 
reason He expects us to put forth 
some effort to get the blessing we 
desire. This is shown by many ac- 
counts in the Scripture where people 
have been healed, 


Our attention is drawn to the four 
lepers who had been cast out of the 
city and away from society because of 
the fear of spreading the disease. 
They were unclean and it was unlaw- 
ful for them to be in company with 
anyone except those who had the 
same disease. They had to remain to 
themselves in their days of waiting 
for death to finish its work on their 
bodies. One could never imagine the 
horror of such misfortune, but we 
think that they sat day after day 
in loneliness, with their minds linger- 
ing on their past days of health and 
happiness when they were with their 
families, longing for some hope that 
they might be reunited. “But no, this 
is the end; there is no hope; death 
is in my body.” They were in the 
grip of despondency. But one day, in 
the face of all this, one of the lepers 
sprang to his feet and cried out, 
“Why sit we here until we die?” They 
arose to do something about their 
condition. 

The account of these men, no doubt, 
is the picture of so many who will 
read this message. Possibly, you are 
gripped by despondency and hope 


seems gone, but remember, Jesus sa‘4 
“Come unto me, all ye that labour . 
are heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest.” Arise, shake yourself, go to 
Jesus; He will give you the desires 
of your heart. Don’t sit and waste 
your life away, when the Lord wants 
to give you relief. Put forth an effort; 
even if it seems impossible, “Stretch 
forth thine hand.” 

Jesus, seeing a man who had been 
blind from his birth, spat on the 
ground and made clay of the spittle. 
“And he anointed the eyes of the blind 
man with the clay. And said unto him, 
Go, wash in the pool of Siloam, 
(which is by interpretation, Sent) .” 

This blind man could have thought 
of those whom Jesus healed without 
any such commandment and desired 
healing with no effort on his part, 
but without delay he started for the 
pool. To many looking on, it mig 
have seemed foolish for this blind 
man to start through the country 
with mud in his eyes, but to him it 
meant obeying God. It is said to be 
a long journey on foot to the pool 
of Siloam, but he was willing to go 
all the way, and upon his arrival 
at the pool you can imagine his going 
to work washing his eyes, and he con- 
tinued until all the mud was gone, 
and he found that it worked! 


If this man had listened to the 
scoffing of the crowd or discourage- 
ments of friends, he would have re- 
mained blind, but obeying God, he 
came seeing. His neighbors saw him 
returning from the pool, and some 
said, “Is not this the man who was 
blind?” Others possibly said, “That 
is the man I have always given monev 
to as he sat by the way.” Mayk 
some, not willing to believe, said, “It 
may be some of his near kin.” The 
man who had been been blind said, 
“T am he. The difference is, I obeyed 
God and went to the pool.” Thus,” 
we see that it pays to put forth an 
effort, “stretch forth thine hand.”

faith hath made thee whole,” where- 
upon she joined those who praised 
Him for a personal touch, but not 
without “stretching forth her hand.”

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When God Hides His Face

There are several scriptures in the 
Bible that tell us that God hides His 
face. It seems to be that they espe- 
cially pertain to those who have en- 
+ joyed the presence of God at one time, 
or those who personally associated 
with the Lord Jesus Christ. For one 
- who has never known God, it would 
not have much of a meaning to have 
God hide His face; but for one who 
has had fellowship with the Divine, 
it is a matter of grave concern when 
God is in hiding and cannot be found. 

In the 31st chapter of Deuteronomy, 
God speaks to Moses, telling him 
prophetically that he would sleep with 
his fathers and that the children of 
Israel would forsake God and break 
the covenant that had been made. It 
is because of all this that He says 
in the 17th verse, “Then my anger 
shall be kindled against them in that 
day, and I will forsake them, and 
they shall be devoured, and many 
evils and troubles shall befall them; 
so that they will say in that day, Are 
not these evils come upon us, because 
our God is not among us?” Then in 
chapter 32 and verse 20 we read, 
“And he said, I will hide my face from 
them, I will see what their end shall 
be: for they are a very forward gener- 
ation, children in whom is no faith.” 
In that statement, “I will see what 
their end shall be,” we see that be- 
cause they have forsaken God, God 
steps out of the picture, so to speak, 
and leaves them to their own ends 
and to their own devices and watches 
the outcome. When Israel forsook 
God, they were in trouble, and as a 
result they were scattered to every 
corner of the globe. 

Our nation, as well as the other na- 
tions of this world, has, to a great 
extent, forsaken God. God has hid- 
den His face and left the nations to 
their own devices to endeavor to solve 
their intricate problems. The leaders 
of the nations are at their wit’s end 
trying to solve the various aspects of 
the intricate and manifold problems 
that keep coming up from day to day. 
They have either sidetracked God, 
ignored Him, or deliberately set them- 
selves against God and His people. 
Therefore, God has gone into hiding 
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and will leave this world to solve their 
own problems. We know how that will 
turn out, as the Bible is plain in tell- 
ing us of the terrible tribulation that 
shall shortly come upon this world. 
The destruction, devastation, suffer- 
ing of the people will be so terrible 
that there is difficulty in finding 
words that will enable us to convey 
the thought to the human mind. The 
ultimate result of God’s hiding His 
face is briefly told in the 29th verse of 
the 105th Psalm: “Thou hidest thy 
face, they are TROUBLED: thou tak- 
est away their breath, they die, and 
return to their dust.” 

Reader friend, if you have once 
known God, and God has hidden His 
face from you, then you are in trou- 
ble. Unless you return to God and 
find Him again, you will soon die and 
return to the dust, and that unsaved. 


There would be no point in my 
writing this article and just telling 
someone he is in trouble. Any one 
that is in trouble knows that. But the 
Bible is not only faithful in telling 
one his faults; it also tells the cause 
and, besides that, gives an adequate 
remedy. Here is what the Bible says 
one ought to do when God hides His 
face. Isa. 8:17, “I will wait upon the 
Lord that hideth his face from the 
house of Jacob, and I will look for 
him.” When God had promised that 
judgments would fall, Isaiah had al- 
ready made up his mind that he 
would seek the face of the Lord. It is 
in the 55th chapter that Isaiah again 
tells us, “Seek ye the Lord while he 
may be found.” That is good advice. 
We may not always know why God 
has withdrawn His presence from us, 
but if we do not care, or are uncon- 
cerned because His presence is not 
with us as it was at former times, 
then it is a matter of grave concern. 

When Job’s troubles came upon him 
he could not understand it. However, 
he knew that he had lived right, and 
he had confidence in God that He 
would bring out all things right. But in 
his trouble he would have liked to 
be able to come right up to the throne 
of God and receive a satisfactory ex- 
planation. He earnestly sought God, 
as we can see from the following 
verses Job 23:3-10 in part: “Oh that 
I knew where I might find him! that 
I might come even to his seat! I 


would order my cause before him, 
and fill my mouth with arguments. I 
would know the words which he would 
answer me, and understand what he 
would say unto me... Behold, I go 
forward, but he is not there; and 
backward, but I cannot perceive him: 
on the left hand, where he doth work, 
but I cannot behold him: he hideth 
himself on the right hand, that I 
cannot see him: but he knoweth the 
way that I take: when he hath tri 
me, I shall come forth as gold.” W 
can see from the above that Job was 
desperately seeking God. Although he 
did not understand all about it, he 
knew that if he could just get to 
God and find Him, God would have 
a satisfactory explanation. Job sought 
God, and that is what we must do 
if God has hidden His face from us— 
as an individual, or as a church, or as 
a nation. 

I think a very beautiful illustration 
of this concern that should be in our 
hearts when the presence of the Lord 
is no longer a reality, is given in John’s 
Gospel where he tells of the resurrec- 
tion of Jesus. Mary Magdalene, who 
was the first one to see Jesus after He 
arose from the dead, had gone early 
to the tomb and had run and told 
Peter and John of the empty tomb 
then returned and tarried behind aft 
er the others had looked and left. She 
just stood there and wept. Between 
sobs and tears she took another look 
into the tomb. There she saw angels 
where once the Lord had lain. The 
angels inquired of her why she wept. 
Her reply was, “They have taken away 
my Lord, and I know not where they 
have laid him.” 

Then turning and seeing a man 

behind her, and thinking Him to be 
the gardener, she inquired of Him if 
He had removed the body of Jesus, 
that she would like to know where He 
had laid Him. Hearing Jesus speak 
her own name, as no doubt He had 
spoken to her many times before, she 
recognized her risen Lord, and her 
sorrow turned to joy. She wept when 
her Lord was gone but rejoiced after 
seeking for Him and He came and 
spoke to her. 
_ It was a sad day for Israel when the 
ark of God was stolen. A new-born 
child was named Ichabod, meaning 
“the glory of the Lord is departed.” 
It was a time of rejoicing when David 
and his men brought the ark back 
home. 

Jesus was accustomed to having the

The people of our land, the natives 
of Dominica, are so down and out 
and poor that every day we have re- 
peated calls for help, and really it is 
ever so hard to turn away people in 
such bad conditions. Even Sister Hen- 
ry and I often find ourselves in need. 
We have gone out leaving the home 
empty. We pray about these cases 
and beg our great Provider to fulfill 
our needs and the needs of those who 
are willing to come to service but 
don’t have sufficient clothing. Notes 
keep coming into our little home ask- 
ing us-to pray for help in clothing. 

We have our Sunday School on 
Monday night, for there are those 
who cannot appear in service on Sun- 
day, for lack of clothes. Men, women, 
and children of all sizes are willing 
to come but have no clothes. Young 
girls have on bags such as we put 
sugar in. They come at night to 
hear something for their souls. Their 
hunger for the gospel cheers us and 
encourages us to go on. 

Bishop J. B. Winter recently came 


and organized our work, for which we 
are truly grateful. While Brother 
Winter was here, a man came to him 
in strips of rags and wanted to join 
the church. The bishop’s heart broke 
for the people, and he _ informed 
Bishop J. M. Owens immediately of 
our dire need, who came to our res- 
cue and sent me 16 boxes of used 
clothing, some Sunday School litera- 
ture, LIGHTED PATHWAYS, and 
tracts. All of these articles were dis- 
tributed to many needy ones who 
were very glad, indeed, to receive 
them. We do beg again for more ar- 
ticles of any kind, even instruments 
to help in the service of the Lord. 
You could send them to Brother J. M. 
Owens so that he may be able to con- 
tinue this good work in helping sup- 
ply the needs of the poor in this 
island of the mission field. 

In Dominica there are many hun- 
gry children who seldom ever get 
what they really need.
